THE NAVAL BATTLE. 


A Magnificent Display on Lake 
Michigan. 

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 29.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] This has deen a great day at 
the encampment as regards crowds, The 
day trains brought in about 80,000 visitors, 
mostly from Wisconsin and Illinois, the 
great attraction being the night naval 
battle. Fully 250,000 people occupied the 
beach, and the amphitheater of the hillside 
of the Lake Shore Park was packed with 
Grand Army men and their wives, these 
seats being reserved for them. 

2 battle was a splendid spectacle, be- 

participated in by about 60 vessels, be- 
ah es a stationary mortar fleet and by about 
3000 infantrymen and artillerymen.

After a brief 2 lasting about half 
an hour, the brilliant spectacle of hissing 
shot ona shell, flaming rockets shooting in 
every direction, ater witches skipping 
hither and thithér in myriad confusion, 
ceased, and only the occasional boom of a 
gun was heard.

THE HOUR HAS COME! 


The time for discussion on the sewer 
question has passed, and the time for 
action has arrived. Citizens are now 
pretty thoroughly informed regarding 
the facts of the case, and most of them 


produc® further long arguments at this 
late hour. We shall contine ourselves 
to a brief.summary of the chief 
reasons which should lead all good 
citizens to vote No“ today. 

The four main objections to the 
sewer system for which we are asked 
to vote are these: | 

1. It is extravagant. 

2. It is in great part unnecessary. 

3. It is objectionable from a sanitary 
point of view. 

4. It will result in long delay, and 
possibly in ultimate defeat. 

The system is an extravagant one, 
estimated to cost $1,280,000, but which 
would propably cost much more before 
completion, as few public works are ever 
brought within their estimated cost. 
Even at the price named, however, it 
will cost more than three times as 
much as is necessary to give us all the 
essential features of the projected 
system. Itis further extravagant be- 
cause it does not make any provision 
for the economical selling of the bonds, 
or the letting of the contracts in such 
manner as to secure a healthy compe- 
tition between contractors. The in- 
terior system of intercepting sewers, 
which is all we at present need, is 
estimated to cost 8332, 000. This would 
bring the sewage to the city boundary, 


where we could without doubt get 


some land-owners to take it and con- 
duct it in pipes to their land; but even 
supposing that we should have to pipe 
it three or four miles further, the cost 
of such work would not exceed 8150, 
000, making a total of 8482, 000, as 
against $1,280,000, to which must be 


-added a large sum for rights of way. 


The system is in great part unneces- 
sary. There is no need to pay $508,000 
to conduct mingied storm-water and 
sewage into the river in winter, and 
$440,000 to carry sewage twelve miles 
to the ocean all the yearround. There 
are people south of the city who are 
willing to take the sewage and handle 
it sammer and winter. 

The system is objectionable from a 
sanitary point of view, because all san- 
itary authorities agree that it 184 very 
bad practice to combine storm and 
sewage drains. When. this is doné 
they become simply’elongated cess- 
pools, reeking with filth and vomiting 
forth deadly sewer gas at every open- 
ing. If such is the case in places 
where It rains at frequent intervals 

during the whole year, what might we 

expect from such death-breeding de- 

vices in a warm climate, where no rain 

falls during seven months of the year? 

The pestilence“ which advocates of 

this system have been fond of predict- 

ing would then undoubtedly become a 

reality. Furthermore, the discharging 

of sewage by storm and sewage drains 

into the river in the northern part of 
the city is a very bad scheme. This 

sewage matter would run through the 
city from north to south. Much of 
it would gradually lodge in the 

sandy river bed in  depres- 
sions and stagnant pools, creating 
a nuisance and breeding disease. 

Again, the proposed ocean outfall 

is in the direction whence the wind 
blows toward the city almost con- 
tinuously. In place of health-giving 
breezes from the ocean, we should then 
have death-dealing breezes laden with 
the odor of sewer gas. In short, it is 
safe to predict that the construction of 

the sewer system, for which we are 
asked to vote today, would greatly in- 
crease our now remarkably low death- 
rate, and thus rob Los Angeles of its 
chief charm as ahealth resort. Finally, 

the dumping of the sewage into the 
ocean at the point proposed would go 

a long way toward ruining our most 

popular suburban resort, Santa Monica. 

The system will result in long delay, 

and possibly in ultimate defeat, be- 
cause injunction suits will at once be 
commenced. The people of Santa 
Monica have already given notice that 
they will contest the dumping of the 
sewage at Ballona to the utmost pt 
their power. A similar notice has 
been given by 25 property-owners on 
the county road, representing about 
25,000 feet of frontage. Some of 
these suits would be brought in the 
United States courts, others in State 

courts. They would drag along on ap- 
peal, if not granted at first, and thus 
being carried from one court.to an- 
other, years would elapse before work 
could be commenced, even Supposing 
that an injunction were not ultimately 
made perpetual, as it most probably 
would be. 

Such are the chief reasons which 
should induce every citizen, whether 
capitalist, professional man, business 
man, mechanic, or laborer, who is in- 
terested in the health, progress and 
prosperity of Los Angeles, to go to the 
polls today and vote No.“ 

Above all, let it be most clearly un- 
derstood that the statement made by 
the sewer organs that the defeat of the 
bonds means no sewers, is a groundless 
statement, invented and circulated for 
the purpose of deceiving the voters. 
The citizens who oppose the extrava- 
gant Ballona scheme are just as 
anxious to secure an efficient system 
of eewers as are those who are so 


anxious to have us vote for their pet 


| scheme; perhaps more so, as it is fair 


to presume, judging from the words 
and actions of each party, that those 
who oppose the bonds have the true 
interests of the city more at heart. 
A vote No“ is a vote for the early 
commencement and completion of a 
practicable, efficient, healthy and eco- 
nomical system of sewers. A vote 
“Yes” isa vote for extravagance, de- 
lay and, possibly, ultimate defeat, or, 
in case of success against injunctions, 
of increased death rate, high taxes and 
confiscation of much property, before 
the real sewering of the city is com- 
pleted, this being only the commence- 
ment, and mostly confined to those 
sections of the city inhabited by the 
rich. 
THE Trurs is as much interested in 
the welfare, healthfulness and progress 
of the city as is any voter. We would 
not. advise the voting down of these 
bonds were we not thoroughly and 
sincerely of the belief that such course 
is the best forthe community. We 
emphatically advise each of our read- 
ers to go to the polls today and vote 
No.“ It will be a righteous ballot. 


A BETTER SEWER PLAN FORTH- 
COMING. 


For many days and weeks past seri- 
ous consideration has been given in 
certain official and business quarters 
to the important matter of devising a 
new and better plan of sewering the 
city. In view of the expected defeat 
of the sewer bonds and the condemna- 
tion of the Ballona route, more than 
one member of the City Council, be- 
sides many thoughtful citizens, having 
the best interests of the city at heart, 
have had under discussion, quietly and 
informally, an alternative plan to ac- 
complish the desired object—a plan as 
yet in outline only, but which 
can be perfected and put into 
operation without any  consider- 
able loss of time. We can con- 
fidently state, by authority, that per- 
sons in official positions, who are in 
favor of the bonds have, in view of 
their possible defeat, been giving care- 
ful consideration to this new plan, 
knowing full well that it will be the 
duty and the interest of the City 
Council to promptly set about the 
work of formulating a fresh scheme 
of sewerage. 
Councilman Bonsall, who is opposed 
to the bonds, bas conceived and isa 
vocating the plan of a commission to 
take the whole matter under consider- 
ation—a commission of say fifteen 
members, to be composed somewhat as 
follows: 
Three engineers; 

Three city officials; 

Three business men; 

Three physicians, and 

Three lawyers. | 
From such a commission, carefully 
and properly constituted, the public 
would have a right to expect excellent 
work. There is scarcely a doubt but 
it could succeed in devism an efficient, 
economical and satisfactory plan. which 
would meet the approval of the peo- 
ale. 

As to the City Council, whatever has 
been or may be said about that body 
in the way of criticism or censure, it is 
fair to presume—in fact it is certain— 
that it would not postpone for two or 
three years,“ as has been claimed, the 
adoption of another plan of sewerage, 
in the event of the defeat today of the 
pending plan, but would promptly set 
to work, in good faith, to meet the re- 
quirements of the city in that yegard. 
The members recognize the fact that 
they are the servants of the people, 
and, of course, will desire to meet the 
wishes of the people, .when made 
known. 

Let this matter receive the early 
consideration of sagacious citizens.

AN OPEN LETTER. 


Los ANGELES, Aug. 29, 1889, 

To whom it may concern: The Los An- 
geles Tribune of this date editorially 
charges that I sought to make a corrupt 
bargain with Capt. J. Frankenfield, Presi- 
dent of the City Council, in connection 
with the Police Commission and the sewer 
bonds. 

The charge is false in its entirety and in 
all its parts. The Los Angeles Tribune, as 
usual, does not tell the truth. 

The facts are these: 

Some months ago I had an interview 
(by appointment previously made by me in 
the Council chamber) with President 
Frankenfield, The interview was held in 
the directors’ room of the California Bank. 
It was on the police questjon, and was 
amicable. No other person was in the 
room with us at any time during the inter- 
view. 

At that interview 1 took ground that in 
the then disturbed, disorganized and un- 
satisfactory condition of affairs in the police 
department, it would be for the public in- 
terest if the Council would remove the en- 
tire Polfce Commission, then consisting of 
Messrs. Knox, Dexter and Lindley. 

What I then said in urging this course 
was substantially what Tue Timxs had 
already said more than once. It was not a 
confidential communication that I made to 
Capt. Frankenfield. 

He did not, however, agree with me, de- 
claring, in substance, that he could not 
afford to break with his associates in the 
Council on that issue; and he cfiticised and 
complained of the Mayor in his relations 
with that body. 

The subject of sewers or sewer-bonds was 
not discussed in detail at the interview, but 
only incidentally alluded to. The whole 
burden of the conversation was in refer- 
ence to police matters. Though the iuter- 
view was private, there was nothing said 
by me that I would fear to have made pub- 
lic. 

No proposition, offer or suggestion was 
made by me to the effect that in considera- 
tion of the dismissal of the Police Commis- 
sion, either 1 or Tue TES would sup-

No threat, “distinct” or implied, was 
made by me that unless the Commissioners

Capt. Frankenfield did not “indignantly 
reply”: “Do you think I am an unmiti- 
gated scoundrel, to become a party to such a 
transaction?” He did not then, or at any 
time, utter similar language to me, nor any 
language whatever of a hostile or unfriendly 
nature touching this subject. 

The charge made by the Los Angeles 
Tribune cannet be “substantiated by a 
third party.“ nor bya first party. The second 
party, Capt. Frankenfield himself, will not 
substantiate it. There was no third party 
present, 
The editor of the Los Angeles Tribune, 
in whom the truth does not abide, is in- 
vited to bring forward his “third party.“ 
Af that individual has any existence in 

a keyhole knowledge, and is not correct if 
at variance with the statements herein 
While engaged in writing this open let- 
ter I have not yet seen Capt. Frankenfield 
regarding this matter; but 1 am willing to 
trust him, as an honorable man, to make 
public a true statement of the interview, 
and I have no fear of any fact that can be 
brought out regarding it. |

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]

TRUE STORY ABOUT THE Car. 
TURE OF ae GIRL. 


Several Reasons Why He Must 
Have Shot Mr. Charles—Strange 
Conduct of Officers at San Juan 
—His Escape to the Cornficld— 


Sheriff Aguirre to the Front. 


A gentleman who is thoroughly re- 
liable came up from San Juan yester- 
day and as he was there at the time of 
the killing of Charles, and during 
three or four days just previous to the 
shooting, he is full of the story.

He 
conversed with the trio in Spanish a 
few minutes, when he dismounted 
drew his pistol and ordered the girl to 
get on his horse, a powerful ani- 
mal that he stole from the Ma- 
chado brothers, at the Ballona. 
The girl, who seemed to be 
frightened out of ber life, 
hesitated when he covered her mother 
with his pistol and ordered her to 
mount without further delay. He then 
jumped on behind her, placed his arms 
around her waist, turned the horse 
around and galloped toward San Juan 
as fast as he could. The mother and 
brother were so astonished at the sud- 
den action of the highwayman that 
they could do nothing, and stood 
quietly by and saw the girl abducted.

JURY SWORN TO TRY THE AL- 
LEGERD MURDERER AGAIN. 


The Story of the Killing—A Bloody 

Scene in a Shanty on Alameda 

Street—The Husband of the Mur- 
dered Woman Shows Up. 


The Charles Scott murder case was 


called in Judge Cheney’s department 


of the Superior Cort day before yes- 
terday, but a jury was not secured 
until yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
It will be remembered that the defend- 
ant and a woman named Anna le 
Brun, who were living togetherin a 
little shanty off of Alameda, were 
found on the morning of April 12th in. 
bed. The woman was dead, and a 
ghastly wound in her head horrified the 
persons who made the discovery. The 
defendant was by her side, and he, 
too, had an ugly wound in his head, 
but he still breathed. A pistol was 
found between the two bodies. At 


rst it was believed that they had 


quarreled and that the man had shot 
her and then attempted to take 
his own life, but as soon 
as Scott was able to talk he made a 
statement to the effect that he and his 
mistress attended the circus on the 
night of the tragedy and retired to bed 
quite late. After he had been asleep 
some time, he did not know how long, 
he was awakened by the report of a 
tstol, and a flash lit up the room. 
next secoud another shot was 
and he knew no more. He thought 

he saw a man in the room, but he did 
not recognize his face. This story did 
not satisfy the District Attorney, who 
could not understand the presence of 
the pistol in the bed, and as he got in- 
formation from several of the fallen 
women who knew the Le Brun woman 
to the effect that the two had quar- 
reled frequently on account of her 
husband, Le Brun. Scott and the 


‘woman lived together about three 


months. The woman was led to be- 
lieve that Scott was wealthy, und when 
she discovered that he was not bare 
the truth she became dissatisfied, an 
the two were frequently heard quarrel- 
ing. The woman wroie several letters 
to Le Brun, in which she expressed a 
desire to recurn to him. Scott got 
hold of one of these letters and a vio- 
lent quarrel followed, and on the very 
evening of the shooting their neigh- 
bors overheard them quarreling, and 
someone heard Scott say that he loved 
her better than any living thing, and 
that he would kill her in case she at- 
tempted to leave him. 

ter reading the information and 
stating what the State posed to 
prove, Dr. Choate, who attended the 
wounded couple, was put on the stand, 
and the rest of the afternoon was taken 
up in his examination.
